CAIRO, Nov. 13.—(4)—Battle 
scarred Tobruk, site of some of the 
fiercest and most heroic fighting 
of the war in North Africa, fell to 
the British Eighth Army today aft- 
er the Axis Africa Corps had sal- 
vaged what supplies it could and 
fled westward on the rim of Libya 
under a torrent of Allied aerial 
bombs. 

As the vital and normally de 
fensible stronghold passed into 
British hands for the second time 
in the war there was no indica- 
tion where Nazi Field Marshal 
Erwin Rommel might try to stay 
the precipitate flight of his shat- 
tered forces and make a stand 


The Germans have landed 12-ton 
tanks in Tunisia by air and are

field reports. 

A Reuters dispatch from Tangier 
said that British troops had cross- 
ed the Algerian-Tunisian frontier 
in the speedy effort to close all 
North Africa to the Axis. 

Allied headquarters opinion was 
said to be reserved on the prospect 
of the Tunisian Frenchmen re- 
sponding to Admiral Darlan’s ap- 
peal, but it was apparent that 
French hatred had precipitated 
the battle with the Germans and 
this was viewed as favorable to 
the Allied position. Algeria and 
Morocco already have swung 
mostly into the Allied fold, and 
French dock workers are aiding 
the Allied advance. U. S. and 
British airmen also were said to 
be taking a heavy toll of Axis air- 
men trying to stem the surge to- 
ward Tunisia. 

The Allied forces under Lieu- 
tenant General K. A. N. Ander- 
son were engaged in an all-out

300-Mile Retreat. 


Already his belabored columns 
had retreated more than 300 miles 
from the El Alamein line in Egypt 
where the Allied offensive smash- 
ed into them October 23, and every 
additional mile they survived 
brought them that much closer to 
the powerful Ameriean force surg- 
ing eastward to trap them. 

The abandonment of Tobruk, 
whose deep defenses and wide har- 
bor might have afforded a sea- 
borne escape for at least some few 
of his tormented fighters, left 
Rommel with no apparent choice 
but to press on westward. 

Allied bombers and pursuit 
planes hounding the fleeing col- 
umns west of Tobruk continued to 
have what was described as a 
“field day.” They ranged as far 
westward as Tunis, attacking all 
transport and scarcely ever en- 
countering an enemy fighter. 

Troop Planes Downed. 

Six Italian troop-carrying planes, 
loaded with Germans, were shot 
down as they flew north from

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Empty Words 

So it is now reported that Hitler has given 
his terms for final peace with Vichy France. 
While unconfirmed, it was stated that Pierre 
Laval, the arch-collaborationist, or arch-traitor, 
has returned to Vichy after conferring with 
his master, Hitler, and has brought the peace 
terms with him. 

It is scarcely necessary to list or to read 
those terms. For, whatever they are, they mean 
no more than any other treaty made with 


Hitler's Germany. Witich is, exactly, nothing. | 


The past record of Nazidom renders it utterly 
impossible to place a mustard seed of reliance 
om any commitments it may make. In the 
German view, ever since that treacherous, 
treaty-violating invasion of Belgium in 1914, 
treaties are nothing but scraps of paper, to be 
ignored whenever it seems beneficial to German 
plans. 

A treaty is an agreement, placed upon paper, 
but actually created upon the honor of those 
participating. Inasmuch as_ the Hitlerites 
have discarded honor, have outlawed the 
sanctity of their own pledges, it is impossible 
to make a treaty with Hitler or his kind. 

There are five clauses to the purported 
“treaty” given Laval. Of the five there are only 
two which could possibly have meaning at all. 
And the most impressive of these two is of 
advantage only to the Axis, not to France. It 
provides that the French fleet would fight for 
the Germans. 

Another clause states Italy will relinquish 
all claims to territory of continental France. 
It was for such territory Italy entered the war, 
by way of that infamous “stab in the back.” 
Now, evidently, Hitler is abandoning his Axis 
partner in Europe, and leaving the bumbling 
Mussolini to his fate, just as Rommel left the 
Italian troops to die, without water, in the 
desert. 

The remaining three clauses mean absolute- 
ly nothing. Would mean nothing, even if offer- 
ea by some other man than Hitler, some man 
with a few tattered shreds of honor leit. 

France is to regain all her continental area, 
for number one. (But German troops have just 
occupied all of continental France.) 

Alsace and Lorraine will be autonomous.

Effective Second Front 

That the “second front” established upon 
the Mediterranean by the startlingly successful 
American invasion of French Africa is already 
achieving important results, is evidenced by 
the report from Ankara, Turkey, that already 
one-fourth of the German forces on the Rus- 
sian front have been withdrawn to meet the 
new menace. 

This is tangible, immediate gain, as distinct 
from the immense potentialities understood, 
but as yet unrealized, in the African campaign. 

From the Russian viewpoint, with which 
all Allied Nations must agree, one of the pri- 
mary purposes of any “second front” is to 
relieve the pressure against the Soviet armies. 
Those Red forces have fought magnificently 
upon defense, in every sector of the 1,200-mile 
front they hold. True, they have lost territory, 
but have exacted a terrific toll in men and 
materials for every mile the Germans have 
gained. And, at Leningrad, at Moscow, at 
Stalingrad and, for so long, at Sevastopol, they 
have written with their blood epics of sacrificial 
courage not surpassed in all the history of man- 
kind. 

Now, with thé Germans hurriedly with- 
drawing their forces from the Russian battle- 
fields, the Red armies should soon be able to 
assume the offensive themselves. Winter is

WASHINGTON PARADE

ANOTHER CRIME WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—By firing upon 

our invasion forces in -North Africa, 
Vichy France has added another infamous act to the list of crimes 
which her Nazi-collaborationist officials should be held account- 
able for after the final victory is won. 

If the preliminary reports on the resistance 
met by our forces there are true, history will 
record a no more stupid act of treachery. 

We moved into French North Africa not as 
enemies, but as friends and allies. Elaborate 
precautions were taken to see that our posi- 
tion was not misunderstood. None should have 
been necessary. Nevertheless, President 
Roosevelt went to great pains to broadcast a 
message to the people of France in French 
explaining our purpose. To Marshal Petain he 
sent a special personal communication. 

Despite these efforts and the unmistakable 
purpose of our mission, which was to free the 
world—not the least France—of the Axis crim- 
inals, the aged head of the Vichy government 
ordered French forces in Africa to resist our 
moves. 

Algiers was occupied only after a stiff fight 
in. which blood was shed. Casablanca and 

Oran held out much longer, yielding only after the superiority of 
our forces was felt. Before taking Oran, where a large segment 
of the French fleet was quartered, it was necessary for us to blast 
their battleships to pieces. 


FLEET UNITS SMASHED Valuable units of the French 
fleet had to be destroyed in the 


including the new 35,000-ton Jean Bart, which was 
stationed there. A number of cruisers, destroyers and submarines 
suffered a similar fate. These might have been important. addi- 
tions to the Allied naval forces, now fighting a war to restore 
France's freedom. 

But the French, acting on orders from Vichy, refused to yield 
without a fight. They chose to. sacrifice many of their own men, 
and kill a number of ours also, simply because the collaboration- 
ists at Vichy thought it expedient to play into the hands of the 
country’s arch enemy—Hitler. 

It was a futile and thoughtless gesture if the Vichy leaders were 
thinking a show of resistance would forestall the complete Nazi 
occupation of France. Hitler, as expected, moved in immediately. 
Military considerations forced him to act. He dared not leave the 
Mediterranean side of France unprotected against an Allied inva- 
sion. And so the blood that was spilled by the French in North 
Africa was shed in vain. 


EARLIER TREACHERIES' What the Vichy government did 


in North Africa is on a par with 
other treacherous acts it has performed since the fall of France. 
In complete disregard of France’s solemn treaty obligations with 
Great Britain, it refused to turn over the French fleet after the fall 
of Paris. When the British sought to decommission a part of the 
fleet to prevent it from falling into German hands, a naval battle 
ensued. The same thing happened when the British sought to 
occupy the French possession of. Dakar, which was being utilized 
by the Nazis as an important base of submarine operations in the 
South Atlantic. 

But for the treachery of Vichy the wily Japs would never have 
been able to move against Singapore the way they did. Laval and 
his cohorts quietly consented for the Nipponese to occupy French 
Indo-China and use it as a concentratian point for the forces that 
were later sent against the Malaya Peninsula.

MY DAY Two events made my day of yesterday an excep- 
tional one.

I can hear him now, down there in the river at Stuart, Fla., 
holding up a big sea bass and saying to it, “Did you read about 
the taking of Algiers?”’ 

Of course he’s proud. As who wouldn't be? 

I can see Thompson now, going in on that kick, never flinching 
as the heavy shoe of the kicker came up toward his face. That's 
the way he led his men to that airport. Straight for the main gate. 
Thats’ the way he ran. And no football player anywhere, on any 
Saturday, will make a run half as good as that. 


“EL CAPITAN” As I write they haven’t found Eddie Ricken- 
backer. But they have found the captain and 
pilot of the plane which went down in the Pacific on October 21, 

And he said that Eddie was around, somewhere in the neighe 
borhood, on other rafts, along with the rest of the crew. 

I'm betting they find him. I never had given up. Eddie was 
too tough to be done in by a little thing like the Pacific ocean. I 
tried to say that in a piece on the day after he was lost. I said 
that if he were on a raft he was cheering on the younger men; 
if on an island he was king of it with the queen looking on ad- 
miringly. 

Eddie is 53. He has been out there in the sun and the winds of 
the Pacific for three weeks. He isn’t found yet, but I’m still bet- 
ting he will be found. 

He has the stamina to last it out. He is a marvel, really, when 
you think about it. He was a driver on the old dirt tracks: he burned 
up the Indianapolis speedway and the plank and composition tracks. 

He flew in France in those dizzy crates that served as fighting 
planes. He was a daredevil, always believing that all was well with 
him. because he had “Rickenbacker luck.” He shot down 26 Ger- 
man planes and balloons. They said he always waited until he 
was close enough to reach out and pat the other plane before he, 
fired his guns. 

I was present February a year ago when they pulled him out 
of a wrecked plane near Atlanta. All those around where he sat 
were killed. He almost died, but all that night, with the spilled 
gasoline about, he kept calling out not to light a match. He passed 
out with the dawn, but lasted it out. 

He walked, swearing, in braces. 
he made it on his two legs. 

When the war came he wanted to do something. So, he flew 
to England and did a tour of inspection. He then flew to Hawaif 
and had started for Australia, and a stop at an intermediate base, 
when something happened. 

Now, 23 days later, we learn he still is alive, or was a day or 
sO ago, on a raft.

The grim portent of 
this cannot be overemphasized. 

Tuberculosis strikes people during the most 
productive years of their lives. It is prevalent 
in industrial areas where there is crowding, poor 
nutrition, overwork and fatigue. Early infection 
often escapes notice because tuberculosis usually 
comes with few symptoms. Cure is a slow process 
involving months and years away from produc- 
tive activity. And all during the convalescent 
period the patient is a deadweight burden re- 
quiring continuous medical care and the best of 
hospital or sanatorium facilities. 

This country has the best medical system in 
the world. In the present war emergency, it 
has given thousands of skilled physicians and 
surgeons to the armed services.

Over the short 
period of time required to open a

proofing of wings and fuselages. 
Before this development, the space 
surrounding the fuel tanks was 
always a danger point. When an 
‘enemy bullet penetrated a gas 
tank—even one of the self-sealing 
_variety—a few drops of fuel would 
drip into the space surrounding 
the tank, causing dangerous va- 
pors to form. A tracer bullet or 
even a spark could ignite these 
‘vapors with a resultant explosion 
capable of wrecking the entire 
plane. Today this hazard has 
‘been completely eliminated. All 
‘the pilot has to do now is turn a 
‘handle on the instrument board 
as he enters the combat zone. This 
releases another bottle of carbon 
‘dioxide into the fuselage, flooding 
the space with fire-killing gas, and 
making it impossible for explosive 
vapors even to form, 

The other two new “soda pop- 
pers” are refinements of the car- 
bon dioxide-inflated life rafts to 
which so many aviators already. 
owe their lives. One is an auto- 
matic “pop-out” raft which jumps 
out and inflates itself as soon as 
the plane strikes water. The other 
is a special one-man raft which is 
worn by the flier as a seat-pack, 
and is always with him ready to 
‘use, even when he’s forced to bail 
out. The one-man parachute raft 
closely resembles, except in point 
of size, the famous collapsible rub- 
ber boat in which Pilot Harold 
Dixon and his two companions 
drifted for 34 days. Collapsed, it 
‘forms a compact pack 17 inches 
square by 4 inches deep which is 
worn by the pilot just like a para-

Terrain of Northern Africa 


Resembles U.S., Kempton Says 


By BETTY MATHIS 

Just what sort of country the 
new American Expeditionary 
Force is encountering in northern 
Africa was revealed vesterday by 
Willett Main Kempton, deputy di- 
rector of the regional Office of 
War Information, whose adven- 
tures in that mysterious part of 
the world surprisingly enough 
were shrouded in none of the 
movie-like romance the average 
American would expect. 

Kempton assured _ that 
Morocco, Algiers and Tunisia are 
not snake-infested African jungles, 
or yet the vast expanses of shift- 
ing sands which the movies have 
exploited, but rather resemble 
United States terrain. 

“Along the coast is a fertile re- 
gion that once was the grainery 
of the world,” he said. “Between 
this strip and the famous desert 
lie the Atlas mountains. The des- 
ert itself looks very much like 
Arizona. Most of it is hard shale 
ana rock and something that looks 
as though it. would be clay if it 
ever rained. The mountains are 
pretty barren of trees and it's a 
hot country. Once, however, before 
the natives of the early civiliza- 
tion depleted the soil, even much 
of the desert was producing the ag- 
ricultural products which support- 
ed the advanced civilization in the 
time of Hannibal.” 

Cities Are Walled. 

Tt is in the towns that the differ- 
ence from America becomes ap- 
parent. Most of the cities are 
walled. and are divided into three 
quarters which are separate cities 
in themselves. Largest is the Arab 
section, for this race makes up the 
greater part of the population. 
There is a Jewish city and a Eu- 
ropean quarter, and after night- 
fall no one but a craz. man would 
venture out of his particular quar- 
ter. Kempton recalled. 

“Streets in the towns are nar- 
row, and often canopies are 
stretched across them from build- 
ing to building, so the pedestrian 
can proceed in the shade. All the 
buildings are whitewashed, 
the glare is terrific, but because 
of the white color of the outer 
walls, the interior of the houses is 
comparatively cool,” the former 
University of Georgia professor 
said. 

But despite the Oriental flavor 
in the cities. it was in one of the 
villages in the Atlas mountains, 
Constantine, where Kempton saw 
his first trackless trolley. “It 
wasn't exactly like the Buckhead 
express.’ he said, “but the prin- 
ciple was the same, and the thing 
You see, there is some 
civilization there.” 

Four Languages. 

Conspicuous by their absence 
are Arab telephones and whisky, 
ich is virtually unheard of and 
practically impossible to obtzin.

My dear Louise: 

My boyhood home town was managed by three quite ordinary 
men—a cattle and hog buyer, a retired farmer and a policeman. 

They loafed at the newspaper office, and I heard much of their 
planning. They knew every voter’s likes and dislikes, hopes and 
troubles, and discussed ways to “handle” him. 

Evidently they knew how to handle many, for after each 
election the stock buyer was again our mayor, the retired farmer 
a warden and the policeman “chief.” 

How could such men. dominate the whole community? By 
the simple process of working at it. They looked ahead and 
planned, while other and abler men, wrapped up in their private 
affairs, gave no thought to public business until a few days before 
each election. . 

Farley made Roosevelt President by planning far ahead and 
touring the nation to round up delegates while other politicians 
slept. By the time they waked up, the nomination was virtually 
in the bag, and the pattern was set for 12 years of history. 

The Catholic French dominate Quebec, and their power steadily 
increases. They plan far ahead, stick together, and don’t practice 
birth control. 

Little Japan is such a formidable and dangerous power today 
because her leaders planned generations ahead and worked together 
with the single purpose of making their nation great. 

It. wasn't superior ability or resources or equipment that 
enabled Hitler to conquer so much of Europe. He did it by plan- 
ning ahead while others slept. His “genius” consisted in having a 
purpose and making careful preparations to achieve it, 

The class or group that will dominate our country when you 
are old will be the one that now makes plans for the future and 
patiently works at the job of gaining power. 

It doesn’t take genius or unusual ability either to make a 
success of your own life or to “run” a club or a union or a town. 
All it takes is sensible planning and persistent trying. You win 
in the end for lack of competition, for most people take what comes 
and not one in 50 plans far ahead. Love,

phate, 2,000 tons of rubber, and 
quantities of cocoa, coffee, tobacco, 
dates and bananas.

Proportions

If you feel fat but don’t weigh 
too much, or you take a size larger 
frock than your weight and struc- 
ture warrant, get busy and trim 
down. What’s wrong is a flabby 
musculature that lets your meas- 
urements wander out of bonds. 

All of you are keen on keeping | 
fit and trim measurement are an. 
excellent test of muscle tone. You 
can’t have good muscle tone or 
a lovely figure or be fit without 
a moderate amount of exercise. 
They are all tied up together. 

Let’s take your measurements 
and find out what kind of shape 
you are in. First measure 
the bust and jot down the num- 
ber of inches. Then the waist- 
line. Your waist is trim provided 
it measures a good eight inches 
less than the bust. A six-inch 
difference means your figure is 
only fair to middling. 

Height comes into the picture, 
too. In the short and stocky 
figure, an eight-inch difference is 
excellent. In the tall figure, a 
waistline to 10 inches smaller than 
the bust gives better proportion. 

Sometimes the trouble with tne 
skinny girl is not too much waist- 
line but underdevelopment of 
chest and bust. What is needed 
is a nourishing diet with plenty 
of calories and special exercises 
for arms and shoulders. 

Next measure the hipline and 
compare with the bust measure- 
ment. You are really stream- 
lined with hips not more than one 
inch larger than the bust. But 
you are in very good shape as 
long as the difference does not ex- 
ceed three inches. You can take 
a critical view of your figure and 
tell whether it’s underdevelopment 
of the bust or too much hip pad- 
ding that throws your proportions 
off. 

Regardless of how those three 
measurements stack up, you must 
have a flat front line for a good 
figure. This means a strong mus- 
cular girdle and you achieve it 
only by exercising these muscles. 

Now that you’ve measured, how 
about your figure? Are you in 
trim? Or are you in need of ex- 
ercise? If you are short and 
stocky, the odds are that you need 
exercise to slim the waist ahd flat- 
ten the stomach. 

If you are inclined to under- 
weight, what you need is a build- 
ing-up program of diet plus exer- 
cise. But if you are tall and will- 
owy, hip exercises are probably 
very much in order. 

Exercise works just as fast as 
you give it the chance to work. 
If you are in fair condition to be- 
gin with, you can trim half an 
inch off your waist in a week and 
trim the same amount of your hip- 
line in two weeks just by sticking 
with your exercises for 15 minutes 
aday. You can get into condition 
even faster than you trim down.

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina, 
Nov. 13. — (4) — The Argentine 
government announced tonight 


that the United States had present- 
ed to it three memoranda charg- 
ing the existence of Nazi espionage 
in Argentina. 

The foreign office said the mem- 
oranda were presented by United 
States Ambassador Norman Ar- 
mour, and that they were in an- 
swer to an Argentine request to 
Washington to give evidence in 
support of charges that Nazi agents 
were using Argentina and Chile as 
bases for operation. 

Undersecretary of State Sumner 
Welles, in an address at Boston 
October 8, made the assertion that 
two South American states were 
tolerating the operation of Axis 
agents. He did not name Argen- 
tina or Chile, but both these coun- 
tries, which still maintain diplo- 
matic relations with Germany and 
Italy, took offense.
